SOLAR CAR TEAM JANUARY 12 


Ceremony Planned for Halftime of Colonial Men's 
Basketball Game vs. Duquesne 

January 12 will mark a special day for the members of The George 
Washington University's solar car team. GW will recognize the 
students for their success in two transcontinental races this year, 
including a November journey across Australia. 

"Sunforce 1," GW's student-designed and built solar car, 
finished fourth out of 32 vehicles in the U.S. Sunrayce '93 last 
summer — first among private universities entered in the race. The 
car then finished ninth in a field of 52 entries in the World Solar 
Challenge in Australia in November. 

In a special ceremony set for halftime of the GW Colonials men's 
basketball game on Wednesday, January 12, 1994, GW President Stephen 
Joel Trachtenberg and Dean Gideon Frieder of the School of 
Engineering and Applied Science will honor the students for their 
efforts. The game, against Duquesne University, begins at 7:30 p.m. 
in the Charles E. Smith Center, 600 22nd Street, NW (Foggy Bottom/GW 
Metro, Blue and Orange lines). 

Sunrayce '93, a 1,100-mile race from Dallas to Minneapolis, took 
place in July 1993. The "Sunforce 1" team was recognized for 
designing the most effective solar array from among all the teams 
with cars in the race. In November 1993, "Sunforce 1" raced in the 
World Solar Challenge in Australia, which covered some 1,800 miles 
from Adelaide south across the Outback to Darwin, and finished ninth. 
The GW vehicle was among the top ten finishers in the Australian 
contest in spite of damage to its solar arrays sustained while it was 
being flown to Australia. 

Located four blocks from the White House, The George Washington 
University was created by an Act of Congress in 1821. Today, GW is 
the largest institution of higher education in the nation's capital. 
The University offers comprehensive programs of undergraduate and 
graduate liberal arts study as well as degree programs in medicine, 
law, engineering, education, business/public administration and 
international affairs. Each year GW enrolls a diverse population of 
19,000 undergraduate, graduate and professional students from all 50 
states, the District of Columbia and 120 countries.

GW'S SMALL BUSINESS LEGAL CLINIC HELPS BLAZE 
THE TRAIL IN PROVIDING MICRO LOAN SERVICES FOR 


LOW-INCOME ENTREPRENEURS 


WASHINGTON, D.C. -- While Congress debates President 
Clinton's plan to establish a government fund to expand lending 
in poor inner-city and rural areas. The George Washington 
University National Law Center (NLC) Small Business Clinic has 
been busy doing just that. 

This past fall, law students participating in the clinic 
have been serving as pro-bono counsel to the Barnabas Self 
Employment Fund, the first nonprofit microloan program in D.C. 
Under the direction of NLC Professor Susan Jones, students 
provide legal services for entrepreneurial ventures that will 
help loan recipients develop economic self-sufficiency. 

The process began last summer when the Small Business Clinic 
joined forces with Arent Fox Kintner Plotkin & Kahn in providing 
legal assistance to Jubilee Jobs, a local non-profit employment 
service, in establishing Barnabas Fund. Loan recipients are 
chosen from the applicant pool of Jubilee Jobs, which locates 
entry-level positions for inner city poor, the homeless, 
recovering substance abusers, ex-offenders and new immigrants. 
Since 1981, Jubilee Jobs has placed more than 6,000 persons in 
permanent employment. 

The Barnabas Fund Program is based on a microloan program 
designed by Grameen Bank in Bangladesh, which has been successful 
in helping people work their way out of extreme poverty in the 
Third World. The Grameen Bank has been a model for microloan 
programs throughout the United States. The Small Business 
Administration and the Department of Human Services' Office of 
Refugee Resettlement have recently started large-scale microloan 
programs.

Loan amounts start at $500 and can increase to $2,000. 
Borrowers committed to starting their own businesses participate 
in peer groups comprising five or more people which provide 
business training and support. "Microenterprises, businesses 
that are capitalized with under $5,000, are an important new 
concept for inner city revitalization and self-employment 
initiatives in communities where formal job opportunities are 
limited," said NLC Small Business Clinic Director Susan Jones. 

The Small Business Clinic is part of the NLC Community Legal 
Clinics program which was established in 1971, and provides 
pro-bono legal services to the local community. The clinics 
conduct programs in administrative law, appellate litigation, 
consumer protection, general civil litigation, immigration, 
landlord-tenant relations, older American's benefits, and small 
business law. All of the clinics' services are available to 
Spanish-speaking residents of the area through the program's 
bilingual attorneys and students.

SISSY SPACER SALUTE OPENS "ARTISTS ON FILM" SERIES 

JANUARY 14-16 AND 19 

New GW/American Film Institute Collaboration Brings 
Retrospective Film Series and Filmmakers to Washington 


WASHINGTON — Academy Award-winning actress Sissy Spacek 
will be honored in Washington, D.C., later this month as The 
George Washington University and The American Film Institute 
(AFI) inaugurate a collaborative series entitled "Artists on 
Film." This occasional series brings the film industry's most 
renowned actors, producers and directors to the nation's capital 
for a film retrospective and live interview. 

GW President Stephen Joel Trachtenberg termed the new series 
"a valuable opportunity for distinguished film professionals to 
participate in the education of artistry and be honored for their 
film achievements in a unique and special way." 

"A Salute to Sissy Spacek," featuring a screening of three 
of her films and a live appearance by the actress on the GW 
campus, does honor to the work of this five-time Oscar nominee, 
Golden Globe and New York Film Critic Award winner. Sissy Spacek 
has created a diverse repertoire of film characters throughout 
her career. She first came to the attention of audiences and 
critics alike in "Badlands," a 1973 film in which she played a 
disturbed 15-year-old on an interstate crime spree with her 
psychotic boyfriend (played by Martin Sheen). The Library of 
Congress recently added the film to the National Film Registry of 
American films that are "culturally, historically or 
aesthetically significant." Spacek won an Academy Award for best 
actress for her role in the film, "Coal Miner's Daughter." 

In a unique association between AFI and GW, the "Artists on 
Film" series will focus on the creative vision and work of some 
of Hollywood's most inspired actors and filmmakers. This effort 
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further represents a rare opportunity for the Washington, D.C., 
community and GW students to engage in a one-on-one dialogue with 
accomplished artists on the industry and art of filmmaking. Each 
series segment will feature a weekend retrospective of three 
films to be shown at the AFI theater. The following Wednesday 
evening offers a live question and answer session with the guest 
artist on the GW campus. 

"A Salute to Sissy Spacek" begins Friday, January 14 with a 
screening of "Coal Miner's Daughter" at 8:45 p.m.; Saturday, 
January 15 is "Badlands" at 2:45 p.m.; and on Sunday, January, 16 
at 3:30 p.m., "Crimes of the Heart" will be shown. All films will 
be shown at the AFI theater in the Kennedy Center Hall of States. 
Sissy Spacek will appear at The George Washington University 
Dorothy Betts Marvin Theatre (800 21st Street, NW) on Wednesday, 
January 19 at 7:30 p.m. Rita Kempley, Washington Post film 
critic, is the moderator.

George F. Will, whose political commentary won him a Pulitzer

television news analyst for the Capital Cities/ABC News Television 
Network Group.

"Agronsky & Company," and, in 1981, became a founding member of the 
panel of ABC's "This Week with David Brinkley." 

Will was born in Champaign, II. He earned a B.A. from Trinity 
College in Hartford, CT; a B.A. in Politics, Philosophy and 
Economics at Oxford University, England; and an M.A. and Ph.D in 
Politics at Princeton University. 

The Manuel F. Cohen Memorial Lectureship was established at 
the National Law Center in 1979. It serves as a living memorial to 
Manny Cohen, a leader in the field of securities law, a dedicated 
public servant, former chairman of the SEC, legal scholar and a 
teacher at the law school for nearly two decades.

GW'S NATIONAL INDIAN POLICY CENTER GETS NEW LEADERSHIP 
Dr. Ronald Trosper of North Arizona University Named Director 


WASHINGTON — Dr. Ronald Trosper, professor at North Arizona 
University and member of the Confederated Salish and Kootenai 
tribes of the Flathead Indian Reservation (Montana), has been 
named director of the National Indian Policy Center (NIPC) 
effective January 15, 1994. He succeeds Alan R. Parker, founding 
director of the NIPC, who is leaving after three years of service 
to become a partner in a new law firm, Monteau, Gunther, Smith & 
Parker. 

Dr. Trosper is the founder and director of North Arizona 
University's Native American Forestry Program and was a founding 
member of the NIPC planning committee. He holds a Ph.D. in 
economics from Harvard University, where he also completed his 
undergraduate studies. 

In announcing Dr. Trosper's appointment, GW President 
Stephen Joel Trachtenberg spoke of his special qualifications for 
the position resulting from his experiences as economist to the 
Confederated Salish and Kootenai tribes, to the Council of Energy 
Resource Tribes, and as a member of the American Indian Policy 
Review Commission. At the same time, President Trachtenberg 
expressed his thanks to outgoing director Alan Parker for his 
commitment and leadership in guiding the National Indian Policy 
Center to its position of recognition. 

The National Indian Policy Center was established at The 
George Washington University in 1990 by Congress as a demon¬ 
stration project to assess and respond to the research needs of 
Native American tribes. Over the past three years, NIPC has 
issued more than 20 reports on topics such as protection of 
Indian sacred sites on public lands, multiple taxation of energy 
production on Indian trust lands, cost benefits of tax incentives 
to attract private enterprise to reservations and Indian 
perspectives on the federal impact aid program for local school 
districts. 
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The NIPC is seeking to become a permanent organization in 
Washington, D.C. Legislation has been introduced in the Senate to 
establish a National Indian Research Institute at the University 
which would succeed the National Indian Policy Center. The 
proposed new Institute would convene symposia, conduct or 
commission research, establish an information and data 
clearinghouse and publish research products. It is expected that 
a vote on the bill, S. 1121, will be scheduled for the second 
session of the 103rd Congress.

NEW ATMS INSTALLED ON GW CAMPUS 

On-campus banking options have increased at The George 
Washington University with the arrival of two new automated teller 
machines (ATMs) in GW's Marvin Center. The machines, operated by 
the National Institutes of Health Federal Credit Union (NIHFCU), 
bring the number of ATMs on GW's Foggy Bottom campus to six. 

The banking machines provide the same automated services 
offered at the credit union's ATM at 2100 Pennsylvania Avenue, NW, 
including cash withdrawals, deposits, transfers and balance 
inquiries. Located on the ground floor of the Marvin Center, 800 
21st Street, NW, they may be used free of charge by all members of 
NIHFCU. In addition, the machines are connected to the MOST and 
Cirrus networks. 

The three NIHFCU ATMs are joined on campus by a Chevy Chase 
Bank ATM in the 2000 Pennsylvania Avenue shopping arcade; an ATM 
provided by American Security Bank located in the GW Academic 
Center lobby, 801 22nd Street; and a Riggs Bank machine in the 23rd 
Street lobby of GW Hospital. 

The NIHFCU opened its branch at The George Washington 
University last March after a survey showed overwhelming support 
for a credit union to serve the University community. Several 
thousand GW students, faculty and staff have joined the credit 
union since it opened its Foggy Bottom branch.

RECEIVES HONONARY DOCTORATE FROM SOUTH KOREAN UNIVERSITY 


Washington, D.C. — Stephen Joel Trachtenberg, president of 
The George Washington University, has been awarded an honorary 
Doctor of Public Administration degree from South Korea's Kyonggi 
University. Kyonggi University President Chong-Kuk Sohn conferred 
the degree at a special ceremony in Washington this month. 

At the same ceremony, Trachtenberg presented Sohn with the GW 
President's Medal, first bestowed upon Czech Republic President 
Vaclav Havel in 1993. The President's Medal is the highest honor 
awarded by the president of the University and was established to 
recognize the significant contributions of an individual. 

The degree and medal underscore the strong personal and 
professional ties between the two men and the close relationship 
between their universities. Nearly 400 Korean students are enrolled 
at The George Washington University, and many GW students spend 
time at Kyonggi University, a large, comprehensive institution with 
campuses in Seoul and Suwon, South Korea. 

The degree is President Trachtenberg's third honor from a 
Korean university. In 1990, he received an honorary Doctor of Laws 
from Hanyang University in Seoul, and was awarded the University 
Medal of Highest Honor from Kyung Hee University. Trachtenberg also 
holds an honorary Doctor of Humane Letters degree from Trinity 
College in Connecticut and an honorary Doctor of Humanities from 
the University of Hartford. 

Sohn also announced at the ceremony that Kyonggi University is 
lending GW a collection of Korean folk art for display at the 
University's Foggy Bottom campus over the next year. In addition, 
President Trachtenberg gave Chong-Min Hyun, who received a Ph.D. in 
political science from GW in 1982, a certificate of appreciation 
for his service to The George Washington University.

GW STUDENTS TRAVEL TO LILLEHAMMER FOR BEHIND-THE-SCENES 
LOOK AT THE BUSINESS OF THE OLYMPICS 


A group of 20 GW students, led by Professor Lisa Delpy of 
the Department of Exercise Science and Tourism Studies, will 
travel to Lillehammer, Norway, February 9 - 21, for ten days of 
study and analysis of the 1994 Winter Olympic Games. During their 
stay, students will be housed in private homes for a full 
immersion in the culture of the host country. 

The trip is the centerpiece of a credit course, "Analysis of 
the Organization and Impact of the 1994 Winter Olympic Games," 
which provides students with a theoretical and practical overview 
of the management and marketing of international mega-events. 
Students gain exposure to the social, political and economic 
issues that influence decisions relating to the design, 
organization and management of the Olympic Games. The course 
includes daily lectures, group discussions, guest speakers and 
public interviews as well as periodical reviews. 

While in Lillehammer, GW students will have an opportunity 
to network with Olympic athletes, coaches, volunteers, managers 
and corporate sponsors.

BACKGROUND: 

Haynes Johnson was appointed professor of journalism and 
political communication at The George Washington University's 
National Center for Communication Studies in 1992. As a political 
columnist for the Washington Post, Johnson won the Pulitzer Prize 
in 1966 for his coverage of the civil rights struggle in Selma, 
Alabama.

IMPROVING EDUCATIONAL ACCESS FOR CHICANOS 
IS TEE FOCUS OF NEW GW RESEARCH REPORT 


Citing the poor progress of the Chicano population in the 
United States educational system, a new report from The George 
Washington University's Educational Resource Information Center 
(ERIC) Clearinghouse on Higher Education carefully examines 
issues affecting the educational and economic attainment of this 
group for the 21st century. The report is written by Adalberto 
Aguirre, Jr. , an associate professor of sociology at the 
University of California-Riverside, and Ruben O. Martinez, chair 
of the Department of Sociology and president of the Faculty 
Assembly at the University of Colorado-Colorado Springs. 

"Chicanos in Higher Education, Issues and Dilemmas for the 
21st Century" points to social and cultural isolation, as well as 
segmentation created by educational tracking, as reasons for the 
educational crisis that exists in the Chicano community today. As 
one of the country's fastest growing minority populations, it is 
projected that Chicano students will represent a significant 
school-age population in the 21st century. Yet, Chicano students 
have the highest dropout rate of any racial or ethnic minority, 
with the exception of Native Americans. This is further 
demonstrated in the dismally low numbers of Chicanos in 
postsecondary institutions. 

The United States will have an increasing social and 
economic dependence upon nonwhite minorities as their numbers 
continue to grow into the 21st century. The educational system 
has the potential to alter social inequality by providing 
minorities with socioeconomic mobility through educational 
achievement. Thus, it is in the best interest of society to 
promote and enhance educational advancement for Chicanos and 
other minority populations. 

Authors Aguirre and Martinez provide a number of suggestions 
for educational reform to improve the educational status of 
Chicano students at the elementary, secondary and postsecondary 
levels: 


- more - 
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Kindergarten through Grade 12 

1) change the practice of tracking or grouping students 
by culturally or linguistically biased standardized 
tests 

2) implement English-language instruction for students 
with limited English ability 

3) provide more trained and qualified Chicano teachers 

Postsecondary level 

1) shift college admissions requirements from predominant 
use of standardized test scores and high school GPA to 
an examination of students' personal qualities 

2) develop financial aid packages designed to foster 
educational continuity 

3) increase student support services such as tutorial 
and remedial learning programs, specialized academic 
counseling and orientation sessions, and social support 
programs 

4) create closer collaboration between two- and four-year 
institutions to increase transfer and retention rates 

5) provide more Chicano faculty to help motivate 
students to pursue graduate and professional study

BACKGROUND: 


"WILLIAM WOODWARD 

THE VENETIAN HOURS: PAINTINGS 1982-1993" 

These 16 paintings and watercolors by William Woodward have 
never before been shown as a group and some are on exhibition for 
the first time. Assembled primarily from private collections, the 
works in, this retrospective "...were painted over the past decade 
from 1982 to 1993," says the artist, "while I was working on 
other subjects and between various commissions. They were painted 
with great pleasure, during or after many visits to Venice, a 
city I cherish for the multitude of feelings it evokes." 

Woodward goes on to say, "Over the years, I have walked its 
narrow alleys and broad campi on undulating pavements and glided 
along its canals and lagoons at all hours and in all weathers, 
losing my way in patterns of light and shadow." 

Mood, atmosphere and the experience of music figure into his 
depictions of Venetian markets, cafes, bridges and squares, 
bustling with life. He is painting not only the tangible Venice, 
but the mysterious allure he describes as the "Venice within 
Venice." 

"What I try to capture in turning to Venice is my 
spontaneous delight in the life the city pours forth and my 
enraptured contemplation of the streams of sensations I still 
discover there," says Woodward. "The ultimate reason is love of 
this surviving centuries old city worn by now like a rocky, 
watery landscape, a fact of nature in itself. 

"These paintings have no pretension of being an exhaustive 
or definitive record of Venice, for all great cities offer an 
infinity of possibilities. Man and his works are compressed 
there. When I finally found the courage to paint Venice, it was 
not Venice itself that broke the log jam of reasons not to paint 
it. In winter sun, a violinist played before a sea of tables, 
empty except for a solitary customer and pausing afternoon 
schoolchildren. It seemed sad and at once optimistic and brave: 
the unperturbed violinist, playing to one or a hundred. I felt so 
much of the life of that moment, it became the first painting." 


WILLIAM WOODWARD 

WILLIAM WOODWARD is professor of painting, department of 
art. The George Washington University, where he has taught since 
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WOODWARD (continued) 

1969. In addition, he has acted as program director for special 
painting seminars here and abroad. 

Noted for his mural commissions in public spaces, the artist 
has created murals for the City Hall in Rockville, Md.; Clyde's 
Inc, in Tysons Corner, Va.; and NASA and the Department of 
Defense in Washington, D.C. Woodward was commissioned in 1989 to 
paint a 22' by 44' mural for the new corporate headquarters of 
the Ringling Brothers Barnum & Bailey Combined Shows, Inc., in 
Tysons Corner, Va. Presently, the artist has a book in progress 
entitled Painting the Circus about how the circus mural came 
about. 

Woodward's designs appear on both sides of the 1989 silver 
dollar coin and the reverse of the half dollar coin, minted to 
celebrate the bicentennial of Congress. 

He has shown in Hirschl & Adler Galleries, N.Y.; Washington 
County Museum of Fine Arts, Hagerstown, Md.; International 
Monetary Fund, the Corcoran Gallery of Art and numerous times at 
Fendrick Gallery in Washington, D.C. His work is in such public 
collections as The Corcoran Gallery of Art, the United States 
Army Museum, the National Air and Space Museum and the United 
States Treasury in Washington, D.C.; the Speed Museum of Art, 
Louisville, Ky.; and Ogunquit Museum of Fine Arts in Ogunquit,

"FRANK WRIGHT 

REMEMBERING TIMES PAST; SAVORING TIMES PRESENT" 

Frank Wright's exhibition is composed of fourteen oil 
paintings on canvas. "In painting the past," he says, "I have 
pursued an intense interest in Washington in earlier times and, 
more recently, how it appeared during the Civil War." 

For the past 30 years, Wright has had a studio in an 
historic building in the heart of downtown Washington, adjacent 
to the U.S. Patent Office and the City Post Office, both built 
when Andrew Jackson was president. From his studio windows, he 
has seen an inspirational panorama of life pass by. 

Frank Wright's subject matter ranges over a 100-year history 
of Washington and includes such titles as "Foggy Bottom and 
Georgetown," described by the artist as "a view from the yet- 
unfinished Washington Monument, ca. 1883"; and "Pennsylvania 
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FRANK WRIGHT ( continued) 

Avenue on a Busy Day in 1882," described as "one of the artist's 
series of 'The Avenue' chronicling the changes in its 
appearance." There are several contemporary scenes of the 
Maryland shore, namely "Owings Cliffs on a Snowy Afternoon" and 
"Fairhaven, Maryland, on a Misty September Morning." 

"Remembering Times Past; Savoring Times Present. This has 
been the underlying objective of my work for years," Wright says. 
"It has resulted in paintings and prints that have many figures 
which interact with an historical setting or a seasonal 
landscape, recalling the work of the elder Pieter Breughel, 
Canaletto and his nephew Bellotto and the English moralist 
Hogarth -- all of whom I greatly admire. Each of these artists 
tells us stories about the time in which he lives, what the 
people look like and how they behave. The energy and significance 
of gesture which their figures embody make them as akin to the 
theatre as to art. Moreover, each of these artists has a tendency 
to make little pictures within the framework of a larger theme or 
whole. This has always interested me, and I emulate it." 


FRANK WRIGHT 

Frank Wright is professor of drawing and graphics at The 
George Washington University. He has taught at the University for 
23 years. 

His commissioned paintings of Washington subjects include a 
mural for The Oliver Carr Company's Republic Place and paintings 
for what was the Perpetual Bank in the Washington Building. 
Wright's series of historical views of Pennsylvania Avenue were 
featured in the book Pennsylvania Avenue: America's Main Street 
(American Institute of Architects, 1989). 

Wright's work was recently included in the exhibition 
"Contemporary Self-Portraits from the James Goode Collection" at 
the National Portrait Gallery (1993). Other selected exhibitions 
include "Frank Wright: Paintings" at the Susquehanna Art Museum, 
Harrisburg, Pa.; "Frank Wright: Paintings" at Covington & 

Burling, Washington, D.C.; "Frank Wright, Washington, Past & 
Present" at the International Monetary Fund Visitors' Center, 
Washington, D.C. (1986); and "Frank Wright, Paintings 1968-1980," 
at the Corcoran Gallery of Art (1981). His work has been shown at 
Kennedy Galleries, New York City; Allentown Art Museum, 

Allentown, Pa.; and at the Library of Congress, Washington, D.C. 
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
